Every 
leaf that comes out in the green 
stripes is pryor of the most dronounc- 
ed type, while that on the other por- 
tions of the stalk is Burlev, and has 
all the characteristics of that variety 
of tobacco in the most marked man- 
ner. Where the leaves start from the 
stalk partly in the white and partly 
in the green stripe (hey are half of 
one kind of tobacco and half of the 
other. Almost the whole of a consid- 
erable field is mixed up in this way, 
and Mr. Jones does not know how to 
class it for market.

Ga^ 
and, as they were baslncs sHke and 
presented sneh a neat elerieal appear- 
anee, be was sclcetcd and tendered a 
poeiUon at $600 a year. In due course 
of time the department received 
communication stating that at that 
time he was so busily engaged that 
he very reluctantly declined the po 
sition. A few months afterward his 
name was again certified, and he was 
again selected and tendered a position 
at the same salary. He again, in a very 
conrtcons and bnainessHlte letter, de- 
clined the position for bnsiness rea- 
sons, says a Washington correspond 
ent of the St. Lenis Olrtbe Peaiocrat. 

He appeared at tbc department one 
day and called on the proper olHeers, 
and, after paying respects and thank- 
ing tliem for their selection, he stated 
that the reason he did not take the po- 
sition at the times tendered was that 
he had a business position that was 
paying him $oO,000 a year.

The knife is oecasioaally 
dipped into a pail of hot water Which 
expedites the work also. 

Two frames of nearly equal weight 
are selected each time, so as to balance 
nicely in the extractor. The crank is 
turned rapidlyfor s minute or so and 
the iMncy whipped ont of the combs. It 
to then drawn oM at the honey gate 
into an agate pail with a aieve over it 
to eateh the MU of capping which fre- 
quently get into the extractor. Th« 
honey is then poured into <Te-gaIIon 
cans for the wholesale trade and into 
some Mason Jars and tumblers for re- 
tailing. Before extracting begins the 
combs are held up to the light and 
graded. The white honey is extracted 
first, next the amber and lastly the 
dark. The uncapping can is in two 
parts; the top section telescopes into 
the bottom section. The top section 
baa a aievc bottom, which catches the 
cappings as tb»y fall into tbecaa. The 
honey drainaintotbc lowcraectlnnand 
nothing is lost or wasted. Tbn cap- 
pings after draining for a fcwdaysare 
rendered into the most beautiful light 
yellow wax. The empty combs are set 
out Into the home apiary and cleaned 
up by the bees, then stored away untn 
the next spring, when they are hauled 
to the out-yards and used there.— F.G. 
Herman, in Orange Judd Parmer.

with dew, and the eggs will not suf 
fer for moisture, says Wallace's 
Farmer. In our early experience we 
regularly sprinkleu the eggs the third 
day before the hatch was due. We had 
read about a cairt load of poultry pa- 
pers, and with a good deal of sound 
mdriee which thsy gave na. we gave 
undue weight' to aevcral articles 
which got the advantage of our cal- 
lowness and made us believe thai 
sprinkling the eggs was of prime im- 
portance. While still believing that 
under certain conditions it is attend 
ed with advantage it is only occa- 
sionally' thut we revert to the prac 
tice. Durinjf the late dry spell it oc- 
curred to us that soniethin«' might 
be gained bj* returning to it. We had 
six hens engaged in hatching us out 
some late ebiclta. The eggs were due 
to hatdi on the 15th of July. On the 
12th we renMwcd the eggs from four 
of the nests, and after dampening the 
earth upon which the neat was bnilt, 
put them back. We did not apply any 
moisture to the other two nests. The 
result justifies the belief that under 
such circumstances as the.se the ap- 
plication of moisture is attended with 
advantage. From the four nests we 
took 38 chicks and from the other two 
only five chicks. The eggs were the 
same, and the hens were all a>>out 
equally attentive to toeir duties. The 
exceptional dryness of tbc air and 
the absence of dew demanded a 
change from the nsanl order nf 
things, and we are w^ convineed 
that we ate well paid for the time it 
took to moisten thoee eggs. Bai we 
have aprinklcd lots of cggS withont 
gaining anything by it.

The report makes 
a number of ebsspratluns on thia hab- 
it, suggesting thAt It la the veanlt of 
a lack of nitrogenous nwtter In the 
feed, and citing experioMnts where 
fresh cut bone, lean meat, etc., were 
fed. "The vice," the report says, "is 
very uncommon among fowls that 
have exercise and a variety of 
feed, and it is most economical to 
prevent its appearance by careful 
feedii^; but as the spread is rapid 
•vra/nnder a ration which does not 
ordinarily seem to encourage its de- 
Telopment, the vice should be 
stamped out by the death or removal 
of the first oCender.** 

Tbe editor of Farm and Dairy. New 
South Wales, esUs attention to the 
fact of the failure to mention the 
true cause of "feather eating." "It is 
now a well'known fact." says the 
editor, "that feather eating is due 
to a minute parasite (sarcoptis laevis) 
which feeds at the roots of the feath. 
ers, thus irritating the birds and 
causing them to pluck out their own 
feathers. Where feathers are pulled 
out by other birds, it is due to the 
presence of lie«| lag wUeh tbcy are 
searching." " 

The preventinn and remedy, says 
the editor, are aimple, as tbc mite 
disease is contagtoaa (through efqw* 
lation) isolation of tbe affceted bird 
is the first step, especially if it be • 
cock. The mite yields readily to 
trestment of one part of creosote to 
SO parts of lard or vaseline, well 
rubbed into the affected parts.

Whether it is better to rear feeding 
stock that is required on the farm or 
depend on the western ranges for this 
class of stock is a subject of more or 
less discussion among those following 
the business of feeding cattle. The 
majority of our feeders favor the plan 
0t Tturimg their own feeding stock, 
bnt nnder soae conditions this meana 
more expense than if they had been 
secured from^ the raagcs. Bon. John 
Cownie, in speaking of the fattening 
of cattle before the Iowa state farm- 
ers' institute, advanced the following 
ideas, taken from the Iowa year-book 
of agriculture, regarding this impor- 
tant question, says Iowa Homestead: 
I am aware that it is difficult to secure 
well-bred feeders, of the right age and 
size for feeding, at a price that in- 
sures profit on the finished animal, 
but if they cannot be bought they 
can be raised, aad then i>f the profit

s<> that the upper overlaps the one just 
below, and all are held in place by be- 
ing stapled to pieces of .No. l-> smooth 
wire, one wire within a few inches 
of the ends of the boards and as many 
between as may be thoujfht necessary. 
With the shorter sections the end 
wires are sulBcient. These wires go on 
tbe outside of tbe boards and are left 
long ennngh at the fonr corners to 
iMten nn a wei|^t to heep tb« cover 
ia plare. The nse of weii^U is»uch 
better than staldng down, as the set- 
tling of the stacks will not cause tbe 
roof to become less solidly in place. 
Painting the board s will preserve 
them, and if rolled up and stored lit 
the dry or laid on logs to keep from 
getting damp when not in use, they 
will last for years. In taking down a 
.«taek, but one section need be re- 
moved at a time, thus exposing but a 
small portion of the stack. In getting 
the stack resdy for putting on the 
cover, do not top ont with a high cen- 
ter, bat pat on only a wel|.rounded 
top.W. L^Irwin, in Ohio firmer.

Harvey Johnson, of Iowa, says: 
When our litters are of sufficient age 
to turn out we usually put two and 
sometimes three litters together in a 
pasture where there is a good warm 
and dry building and plenty of good 
grass. Near where the sows feed is 
a small inclosure with a low trough 
in it, and by a little persuasion and 
some tempting bits of food we expect 
t o have the piga f eecHair aietly at tltfee 
to fonr wMta of age. The feed la in- 
creased as their eapadty for handlinfr 
it is increased, but we are earefal to 
underfeed rather than overfeed — feed- 
ing no more at any time than they will 
eat clean. We allow them to run with 
the dams till they wean them, unless 
we wish to breed the sows again.
